aggravation oflhe outrage.

rioious diionlerB, hy prompt ami exein 
]i!ary pu[iiBh[nentofoilcrh[ers;and it i 
due to the peaceable portion of ihc peo- 
ple loEuparale from tlicm the guilly, EC 
as not to let all retnaiu under one tndis 
criminate ban of condemnation. 


The circumstances adverted to, nrc 


supposed to have recently taken place 
in this Circuit, and being of very evi 
tendency, nnd exposed to occur agnin 
and in each district of il, if not duly no- 
ticed, 1 shall mvito the attention of thi 
Grand Jury in each lo Ihe subject—a 
the same lime- congratulating those 
who m-iy reEide where Holding of thi 
kind has happened, on their good lor 
tune thus far the law-abiding principle 
which ilieir ]>opulaiion have evinced.— 
Thai ihu active participators in the vio 
luuic referred to, and those who coun 
tcnance them, are very few, in BO mora 
and intelligent a community, ought e'er 
lainly In l;e believed, unless the lattc 
fail (u make a warning example ol flit 
gnii'ty 
In making such an example, i 
u irnc, «-e can and should be both char 
itib'e and just, but at llie same lime 
wiihoutbeing negligent as to the rights 
oflhe government of llic whole Union 
devolved on our protection in some res 
peels within thta region ol'our common 
country. 


Ho lar, therefore, as the subject o

It is wfll Inown to most of you, that 


before o'jr Hevolution, tlic parent coun- 
try had allowed African slaved to be 
introduced inlo all •the Colonies lor pur- 
poses clliitor, :ind had vindicated the 
moral ri^M to do it—a* has tinea been 
done hy the celebrated J'rorlainaiion of 
it,,: Kin^ of Spain in 1S17—on ihi: 
gru ir.'l th^l "'O't of I'lem were already 
elavei, by capture in war and other ca- 
lamiiiio; anJ ihat by eiidi a [inrc/nsc, 
ll.ey ivcre r.cl deprive;! of liberty, bul 
ll.cir cutting bondage rendered less Ee- 
ftre and !ee50pprc£><ive, nnd tlirir con- 
dition mure civilized, hitrnr.nc 
rind en- 


lijjhlcntJ by Christian principles. IJut, 
without upholding tire bufficicncy of tliiu 
excuEf, it i» certain that when lhal great 
crisis arrived, our fathers found Ihe in- 
sliui'.ion faetecc-J upon them, and in 
several instances against their strenu- 
ous remonstrances; and they proceed- 
ed ihcrtfo." lo do with it what teemed 
Ihc btil in iheir power, under existing 
cmliarracErneciUi. The Union 
was lo 


betormcd. Tlie Onion was, ifpossible, 
lo be turtle perpetual. Nobody then 
doubled as lo ihis, or the mutual for- 
bcaiaiicoand concessions on this c!cli- 
cate Buhjcct indispensable to Eccurc cor- 
dial co operation. 


Slavery existed Ihen among mo 


the thirteen 1'rovinces—although the 
exler.1 ol il was much less at tr:e North 
than at the South. Yet, regardless of 
such dili'ereHces, all united, heart, head 
and hand, in opposing llie common enc- 


most of 


fisl with unwarrantable violence. 
But 


how little ground cxiili for harsh or 
inflammatory opinions as to llie origin 
ol theae law», and inach lets for op- 
position, by force anil liotoui assaults 
on the iiiimilCTS of the law, while exe- 
cuting them, is very manifest from ihe 
whole history of the past, to which we 
have just adverted. 


Without entering into the question 


of abclracl rights, but recognizing the 
properly claimed by others elsewhere, 
in lliiK class of perrons aa

tution" and solemnly engaging as we 
have to ai.l its restoration when es- 
caping—we (lid only what the fraier- 
nut feelings of all lead Ihem to do,

l!ie other Slatef, the general givern- 
mcnl and the Union. F°r il'legislating 


opinions, in a country like (hit, will be 
unchained—stiould rove free as air.— 
Freedom of speech, too, while discon- 
nected with the disturbance; of public, 
bodies and the public tranquilily, or 
wiih jicrsonal Blander, or blasphemy, or 
exhortations to violence—may be wild 
ns tlic waves. Much of ihc steam in 
socicly here is let off. by that vent, as a 
safety-valve, harmlessly, or 
without 


dangerous explosions—hut proceed to 
dccds--to force—to invocations to the 
actual commission of crimes—to the 
public desecration of the lawn, and Ihe 
des'.ruclion of order—and the whole as- 
peel ol the case is changed, and punish- 
ment miisl be inflicted, or ruinous anar- 
chy is inevitable. 


These last have always constituted a 


penal olfence by the laws of the land 
auJ nol by the Fugitive Slave Ii'vs 
merely j though the enforcement of these 
last sccma to have been the immediate 
occasion lor most of the recent excite 
mem and outbreaks. 


Bul, as a matter tf fact, Jwhcthi 


thr.H: laws he detective in form, or cen 
siirable in operation—be liked or Ale 
liVed hy many at the North—is not th 
great inquiry loryou or this Court o: 
Ihr present occasion. That would h 
very maicrial for ua -if legiclalors, an 
convened to discuss r, change ol l\ia;, 
la'.vs. On the contrary, mot lo cnforc 
then, in a Judicial capacity, your dm

it. The foreign slave trade could'b.p 
provided lor, wilhoul peril or encroach- 
ment, its abolition hcing within the .coii- 
Irolofthc General Government as an 
afiair of foreign commerce. 
It was, 


therefore, regulated nnd virlually nbol- 
ished, jirospeciirely, in the Consu'tulion 
it£elf. But ihe institution of slavery in 
each Slale could he rcgulrued only by 
ilsclf, without making each a slave to 
the rest, and could not at once and ov- 
er the whole Union, be 
volamarily 


abandoned without imminent danger to 
life, liberty nnd properly of (he white 
population, by letting louse all llic terri- 
fic furies of Innaticism, combined wilh 
extreme ignorance and bad passions. 


It happened 
in this way, 
lhal the 


Northern Stales earliest commenced Ihe 
extinguishment of slavery, .the number 
in bondage (here being fewer, and the 
measure theref'ir easier and less expss- 
cti to disorder. 


And the process of emancipation, un- 


der llic inevitable operation of Iree 
principles, steadily and quietly advan- 
ced South ; and, by means of coloniza- 
tion, still more rapidly and safely for

iarch,tand was returning to benighted 
Africa arts and. Christianity, instead of 


ruUiljcnoraDcs.-lw*H«TOr~uiitifcly By 
rncious external interference-, tending 
irough servile insurrection, thus cxcit- 
il, to cover with carnage and confla- 
gration all the fair fields of the South. 


Tlie increased severities, necessary 


o prevent ihia and llic more seductive 
appliances interposed to cause escapes, 
oupled wilh an unexpected judicial de- Jed. 
jsion against the action of State mag- 
stratcs on this subject, eo augmented 
he lugitives from labor aa to require 
closer attention lo the guarantees, which 
lad been provided in llie constitution 
Iself—for the security of this kind o 
jroperly and Iho consequent amicable 
icrpetuily of ihc Union ae connected 
with it. 


Among other things, Ihc constitution 


had declared—Article 4lh, Section 3d,— 
in these words thai "no person, held lo 
service or labor in one Slate, under the 
laws thereof, escaping into 
another, 


shall in consequence of any law or reg- 
ulation therein be discharged from nidi 
service or labor, hut shall be delivered 
up on claim of ll c parly lo whom such 
service or labor may be due." In ihe 
opinion of some, Ihis may not in lhal 
grcal exigency have been the wisest 
compromise, lo emmrc the adoption of 
the constitution and perpetuate the Un- 
ion. 
But our Kailicra thought other- 


wiseand inserted this clause by a unani- 
mous volo; and we, ourselves have vol- 
untarily taken and retained to this mom- 
ent Ihe constitution, with th:s clause in 
it ; and, till duly altered, we can neith- 
er impair or repudiate it, even by legis- 
lation and much less by force, wilhoul 
infidelity to our duties ami our oalhs. 


Even earlier than this provision and 


in the ordinance of I7S7, which is so 
celebralcd lor abolishing slavery with- 
in its limits, a like provision was intro- 
duced lo restore fugitives from labor to 
other portions of the Union. 


Il deservea special notice, that the 


principle .involved in this restoration, 
now eo severely censured, Pecms then 
lo have originated with Nathan Dane, 
the reputed author of that Ordinance— 
a New England man, and a foe to sla- 
very. In 17S9, loo, by the provision as 
to uiis in the Constitution, our fathers 
did not establish involuntary servitude. 
As we have jusl seen, it hn.i for sev- 
eral generations bren established here 
by others, fsor did they undertake lo 
regulate Ihe internal institution^ of each 
other, by interference, founded on their 
own abstract notions of what T.-CIS equal 
or right, but left, to each Slate, in i'.s 
due sovereignty—as Ihey should ami 
must—the regulation of it* own dome-s- 
lic concerns, withouUcllling al all the 
grounds fur or ngainil llie original legal- 
ity ol such properly in men of any color 
or condition. They merely allowed it 
to lie returned whence it ca.T.c: and as 
the Ordinance ofl737 had done before, 
gave a=5war,cc to deliver it up for ttm 
pucposc. Il is to carry cm ihe r'ain 
Constuulional c!uiy. il,is provision, which 
we and our fathers acci-Jcd to.ar.tl have 
sworn to fulfil, thai ihe two ac'-.s ol Con- 
gress were t.nce passer), which 
sailed of late hy euch severe 


tlMries. And if ihM properly 
the service ol even a leliitt 
i 


or vhitf 
apprentice, as it off^n does it 


would be no less just and right to ns- 
sist in in recovery both at the South 
and the .North—when appealed to hy 
kindred blood and a kindred union, the 
dopes of ihe future and the commoa 
triumph find glories ol Ihe past. 


There reciprocal duties must also be 


discharged by deeds as well as words 
—boldly, laithfullly—wilh true loyally 
to the Union, and not with evasion or 
procrastination. For if the promise is 
kept only to the ear, and Ihe pledges of 
the constitution not fulfilled honorably 
in acts to olhers, how can we stand erect 
us a moral, honest and manly people, or 
expect that the benefits of that consti- 
lulion will be continued to ourselves in 
other respects—to our numerous privile- 
ges under it as to our commerce and 
rights—abroad, ns well ns nlhome—and 
in war as well as in peace. 


It is due to Ihe occasion and an act 


of justice to those who are supposed to 
be under erroneous impressions on this 
Eiibjcct, to consider Lesidc the prejudi- 
ces against it, some of the leading jus- 
tifications which have been set up for 
the use of tumuli and violence against 
the execution of tbe constitution and 
laws concerning fugitives from labor. 


Some, who resist these provisions, al- 


tempt to excuse themselves under a ve- 
ry dangerous assumption in all cases 
/or personal assaults, that they are clear- 
ly unconstitutional. 
I am not aware, 


that they have been so pronounced by 
any judicial tribunal—the final arbiter 
on nioal such questions. Nor do 1 pro- 
pose on Ihis occasion, when no parlies 
in interest are before rne, to discuss thai 
? 


ues(ion. Beside !hie. a sufficient, and 
have no doubi, satisfactory rule exists 


already for your guide upon it. 
The 


Supreme Court and Ihe CourlG of sever- 
al of the States, after full argument be- 
tween parlies, have held the act of 1793 
to be constitutional; and some of Ihe 
Inner since the act ofJ850 passed, have 
held the same concerning this; and it 
is a well Bellied principle, too, 
ttmt all 


laws arc by Courts and Juries lo be 
•resumed and treated as Conslilutional, 
ill the contrary is shown, or is adjudg- 
ed by the Judiciary. 
We could not 


transact huEineEi a single day without 
such a principle. You have, then, a 
nlain rnlanr, this fnmrt.fm- ,:™jr_tnr.ni_ 
ecptiona on Ihis ground hercatter to al! 
parties in interest for further discussion 
md adjudication, where they may come 
before the Courti for trial.

objection urged against them is, lhal 
they are strange in character—contra- 
ry to public opinion at the North—and 
for reasons like these, may be disregar-

The charitable con- 
struction of Ihe existing statutes neerns 
tome, however, lobe lhat ihey intend 
to punish Fiatc ollicers only when acting 
attach officers, and not aa citizens ; else 
ihey would most unhappily come in di- 
rect collision with other and permanent 
acia of Congress. And citizens relying 
on them, and refusing aid, would find 
themselves in a mostperilous position.— 
Mistakes on thia subject sometimes arise 
from not dUtinguishiiig thai a Stale 
officer, who hold* his commisjion from 
ihe KUIe, and is accountable to it, may 
nol be obliged to perform official duties 
for the (Jcneral Government, from which 
he holds no commission; whereas a cit- 
izen and officer, as o cilizen, owes alle- 
giance and duties to both Governments, 
and neither can cxonerote him 
from.

Indeed, in olden limes, the. 


strait-forward good faith of our Fathers, 
it is believed, in every State in New 
England, imposed an oath on every offi- 
cer, which is still taken, however ful- 
filled by some, to support the Constitu- 
tion nnd Ihe Union. I cannot believe, 
liicrcfore, lhat the legislative officers 
of any Slale have any where been so 
lorgcKul ol fraternal feeling in our fra- 
ternal Union, as not only, by legislation, 
to refuse its prisons lor Constitutional 
purposes, and lo punish it* Judicial offi- 
cers for aiding the General Govern- 
ment, or (o punish the ownere at fugi- 
tives for arresting and regaining their 
services; but lo punish, andunJerstand- 
icgly mean to puoish, the citizen or mi- 
litfa man, as such, for obeying the corn- 
man IB of the Marshal to assist in 
the 


service of Jndlcial precepts. This can 
hardly be credited to any State compo- 
sing a pan ol ihis very Government and 
itsljnion, and, by in Representaiives 
and Scnatord in Congress, aiding to 
pass these very laws for Marshals, and 
to appoint and regulate this very Mar- 
shafin all hi* official duties, and under 
the Constitution also aiding to discipline, 
arm and govern this very militi'i, and 
their use, to help execute laws when 
resisted. And how unnecessary or in- 
consistent would be the provision in the 
constitution itself to reBtore fugitives 
and in the acts of Congress to hold Mar- 
shals liable for escapes and rescues- 
provided they had not the right to com- 
raar.d from all citizens necessary assist- 
ance.'? And who compose their posse 
commilatusl — who can they resort to 
for aid but ihc people of each District or 
Staic?— ;i people, who belong to the 
government of the Union as well as to a 
btale, and who are often operated upon 
direclly and individually by that gov 
eminent. Ar.dif each State can in thi 
way legally exUonerate its people from 
obedience, lo tlie summons of the Mar 


But if these allegations were true as 


nhnl, what 'oecomes oi Ihe supremac 


and invaluable right enjoyed by yo 
anrl others under tho wing of our Unior 
Congress provided the very first yea 
of its existence, that every Marsha 
"akall hattpoverto command ail ntcts 
sary aisislance in ihe execution of hi 
duty."
